COAL MEN VERSUS UNION. 


THE SHOVELERS’ DEMANDS WILL NOT 
BE GRANTED, 


Robert Law Says the Shippers Are Well Or- 
ganized and Will Not Discharge Their 
Non-Union Men at the Order of a Walk 
ing Delegate—New Plans for Handling 
Vessel Freight—Snow and Freezing 
Weather at the Strait - 

The walking delegate of the Coal-Shovelers’ 
Union informed the coal shippers yesterday that 
his union had decided Saturday not to allow its 
members to work for shippers employing non- 
union men. This action was taken in retaliation 
on the Chicago Coal Association for an agree- 
ment not to pay over 12 cents a ton for 
shoveling coal, and as much less as the shippers 


_ Saw fit. At the l2-cent rate the men made siz 


a day. 

Robert Law, when asked what the coal-ship- 
pers would do, said: We will fight the union. 
We are well organized, and will win. The strug- 
gle will cost us money and worry, but we cannot 
* longer to union tyranny. Last spring 

had sixty non-union men employed in 
our north yard—Sweies, Norwegians, and 
the like. The union demanded that they 
be discharged. I told the men to join the union 


and I would pay their initiation fee of $2.50 | 


apiece. The men all applied to the union and 
were told the initiation fee had been raised to 
$15. Again I told the men I would pay the money 
for them ana advanced the $900. Then the union 
refused to admit my men on any terms, claiming 
there were enough coal-shovelers already in 
— and that Swedes were not wanted. I 
kept those men at work all the year, and I am 
DOL going to discharge them now. I will bet 
they have $2 laid by for every 10 cents the union 
men who worked for me t summer have 
saved.“ 
How much coal is there coming in at the 
opening of navigation! 
That we have agreed not to tell; Dut you can 
guess the quantity s not large. 2 
During the three: weeks the trouble has been 
_ brewing the shippers have had recruited for them 
a large force of Italians, who will be placed in 
the vessels wherever the old men refuse to work. 
The Mayor will also be calied upon-for police 
protection for the new men. The trouble will 
begin on the arrival of the first coal cargo from 
Buffalo, which may reach here within @ week. 


Novelties in the Way of Handling Vessel 
a Freight. 

For the first time in Amerioa the principle of 
the cable as used in street railways, apriied to 
the transmission of power to machinery in 
widely-separated parts of a building, was tested 
atthe Union Steamboat Company's warehouse 
on Market street yesterday afternoon with the 
most satisfactory results. The cable used was a 
manila rope seven-eighths of an inch thick and 
750 feet long. The rope went round the driving 
wheel and winding sheaves three times, and then 
was carried 150 feet north on twelve- inch pulleys 
of the same pattern .as with the North Side 
street-car eable. There it furnished power toa 
moving incline, and then was carried 200 feet 
south and thence eastward ;seventy-five feet, 
where it drove a barrei-lift. Eighty feet north- 
ward it furnished power to another barrel- 
litt, and then returned to the driving 
wheel, where it moved a nd incline, The 
slack in the rope was up by a sliding 
wheel on the same principle as in the street-car 
V-shaped grooves 
in which the rope was pinched and prevented 
from slipping. The cable was tested running at 


4 the rate of 1,600 feet a minute. It was found 


that about five-horse power was taken up in 
driving the machihery when not loaded. The 
engine is forty-horse power, which gives ample 
I. S. Miller was the in- 
ventor of the plan. 

The moving inclines which the cable drives are 
novelties in vessel-loadi and unloading, and 
are the first used in the North for any purpose. 
They are built on tne plan of the old-fashioned 
tread power by horses and are kept constantly 
in motion. One end is level with the floor, While 
the other is made moveable soas to be kept flush 
with the deck of the vessel. The vessel-un- 
loader wheels his loaded truck onto the incline, 
and is carried with it to the floor above while 
standing still himself. en he reaches the 
floor he wheeis the truck off. The same plan, 
but reversed, is employed on the loading incline 
which leads from the basement floor. The re- 
sult is the practical removal of all inclines in

TO PRESERVE THE FUR SEAL. 


International Action Likely to Be Taken to 
Prevent Extermination. 
WASsmxorox, D. C., April 30.—The buffalo 
has become in he last dozen years almost an 
extinct animal; elephants are getting scarce; 
too few 


profitable -whaling 
voyages. The disputed question whether 
the United States can make Behrirg Sea a 
closed water may, as it turns out, save from 
speedy extinction another animal, the fur 
seal. It was reported some time ago that to 
avoid the ugly question of closed seas, Secre- 
tary Bayard had proposed to Russia, Eagland, 
and Germany to agree that their people, 
while. using Behring Sea for navigation, 
should not kill fur seals there. To this prop- 
osition it now out a broader one has 
been suggested amely: that these and 
other Powers shall agree to make a close sea- 
son on fur seals all over the world. This 
animal was once abundant in many places. 
It is now found only on the Alaska coast, on 
two Russian islands in Behring Sea, and on 
the Lobos Islands, belonging to Buenos 
Ayres, and vigilantly guarded by that Gov- 
ernment. 
Hunting for seal rookeries was, early in 
the present century, a favorit venture among 
New En gland seamen, and some of the 
most important discoveries of seal rook- 
eries were made by them. But they 
quickly exterminated the valuable animals, 


| though the first discoverers made large fort- 


unes. From the South Shetland Islands, off 
Cape 3,000,000 skins were taken in two 
years, and that closed out the rookery. An 
American sealing schooner got the first year 
20,000 skins; the second year two vessels of 
the same owner took 30,000; in the third 
venture six vessels got only 1,700 between 
them. Kerguelenland, in the Indian Ocean, 
in twenty years yielded a million skins, but 
the animals were then extermipated. Massa- 
fuero, near Juan Fernandez and, yielded 
50,000 skins per annum for several years, but 
was then abandoned, there be no seals 
left. South Georgia Islands, south of Cape 
Horn, re during a few years 1,200,000 
skins, but this isl is no longer visited by 
fur sealers. . 

The world’s supply of sealskin jackets now 
comes entirely from our own rookeries in 
Alaska and from those on two Russian isl- 
ands, and an animal which seventy years ago 
was found by millions in many varts of the 
world has at last been penned up in the Beh- 
ring Sea. No doubt with such care for their 

reservation as the United States and Russia 
— given, new rookeries would be estab- 
lished in time in the Faulkland Islands, which 
belong to England; on the shores about and 
south of Cape Horn, which belong to Buenos 
Ayres and li; on islands in the Japan 
Sea; on Desolation, Kerguelenland, and 
other islands south of the Cape ‘of Good 
Hope,” claimed by England. In that case 
regions now desolate ana worthless would 
become important sources of revenue to the 
Government owning them, as Alaska has 
been a source of revenue to the United 


tates. , 

It is this consideration probably which has 
led England to give consideration to Mr. 
Bayard’s proposition for an international 
protection for the fur seal. The seal on the 
Alaskan islands have in the last eighteen 
years, since we bought Alaska, repaid almost 
its entire cost. Ru received from the 
United States $7,200,000 and the cer gen J to 
which the Government leased the sole right 
to take seul with the restriction to kill only 
males and a number each year, 
has paid the mentin eighteen years 
$6,000,000. At the same time reports of Gov- 
ernment inspectors show that the seals are 
more numerous now than in 1870. The policy 
of ——— preserving this fishery is therefore 
so completely justitied that itis probable all 
Governments having coasts on which the fur 
seal is ey Se breed will be tempted to join 
the United States in a mutual agreement for 
their preservation.

THE COUNTY BOARD, 

The Board of Commissioners was enter- 
tained yesterday by an address from Presi- 
dent Senne on the finances of the last eight 
months which was read immediately upon 
the assembling of the members. It was as 
follows: 

The County Board is trying to make the 
tax levy of 1887 and other resources cover 
the liabilities for sixteen months from Sept. 
1. 1887, to Jan. 1, 1889. One-half of th: t time 
having expired, Mr. Senne believed it a 
idea to see just how they stand. The total 
resources for general purposes, of which the 
tax levy is $1,380,000, is $1,664,409. During 
the eight months just past tne expenses of the 
county have been $797,940, leaving a balance 
for the next eight months of 860,400. Con- 
sidering that the eight months just passed 
embrace the cold winter months, which are 
always more expensive than the sum- 
mer months.“ he says, it would 
seem to be a safe caiculation that 
che next eight months would not be 
more expensive than the eight months past. 
It should be understood, however, that this 
board is not bound by law to meet the entire 
expenses of 1888 with the money realized 
from the tax levy of 1887, but is authorized 
‘to anticipate the tax levy of 1888 and draw 
warrants nst the same to the amount of 


75 per cent as soon as the levy is made; but 


it is the policy of this board to so manage its 
business as to leave the tax levy of 1888 un- 
disturbed and entirely for the use and benefit 
of the board of 1889. Even if this be done it 
will leave the time between the Ist day of Jan- 
uary and March, 1889, without cash in the 
Treasury. and in order to provide for that 
period thereafter it will be necessary 
to make the tax levy of 1888 and the 
money from other sources during the 
year 1889 cover a riod of eighteen 
months, so that it will require constant 
econo for this and next year to have 
money in the Treasury to meet obligations 
all me year round, But if tnis board can, 
and in all probability, it will, leave the entire 
tax levy of 1888 foren year, it seems to me 
that the law might be chan so as to pro- 
vide that the outgoing should order a 

levy of 75 cents on the $100 equalized 
valuation; that the proceeds of that tax levy 
and the money realized from other sources 
should constitute the fund to be expended 
for the year in which the taxes are collected. 
Then a ce the Ist day of January to 
‘pay the expenses to the time taxes are paid 
in, once created, would be there again the 
next year, and the system ‘ pay-as-you-go’ 
established. Once established in that way it 
could not legally be destroyed.” 

It appears accord ‘to Mr. Senne’s figur- 
ing that out of @ issue of $1,000,000 
bonds upon which there was a premium of 
$15,038, thore have been paid $849,364 of old 
indebtedness, and there still remains in the 
sbape of claims of doubtful validity some- 
thing hke $360,000. These are not all the 
liabilities for the period between September, 
1885, and September, 1887, which the bond 
issue was intended to cover. We find,” 
says Mr. Senne, that Feb. 28, 1887, an ap- 
yeoprianon was made for roads and bridges 
to the amount of $20,000, but tne money was 
expeaded for other purposes and not a dol- 
lar for the purpose named. The bills pre- 
sented have recently been examined by the 
coun members of the board and found 
about 000 has been expended by the vari- 
ous towns on the promises of the board to 
pay either one-third or one-half of the expense 
of the work when completed.

THE FAHNEBJELM GAS SYSTEM. 


The Chicago Company Taking Steps to 
Make It Useful. 

Statements have been published from time 
to time in the last few months in regard to 
the claims of the Fahnehjelm method of 
lighting by gas. A company composed main- 
ly of Chicago men and called the Fahneh- 
jelm Incandescent Gaslight Company has the 
exclusive control of this process in the 
‘United States and Canada, and some steps 
are now being taken to push the business. 
The capital stock of the concern is $5,000,000, 
and 5.000 shares have been placed in: the 
hands of C. Granville Hammond, the broker, 
tosellin this city at $20 per share. The 
money derived from the sales will be used 
mainly for the we | a of paying royalties 
on the patents. f course there will not 
be enough to establish a plant for 
the manufacture of gas. It is sus- 
pected, however, that there may be another 
company in the bac und to which this 
one will be tributary. It isknown that prepa- 
rations are in progress for carrying into ex- 
ecution the estinghouse scheme for the 
distribution or for fuel and light in Chi- 
cago, and the Fahnehjelm system is thought 
to be just the thing to supplement it. It is 
claimed that overtures have been made by 
the Gas Trust to the Fahnehjelm company, 
ont without success. It will be remembered 
that under this system the lowest grade of 
fuel gas cari be conducted through ordinary 
pipes and converted to a white, steady flame 


acomb of asbestos, which becomes highly 
heated. The main purpose of the company 
is to apply this device to the gas produced by 
other companies, and there is a factory at 
Rogers Park for the manufacture of the 
combs, but it also may lease or construct 
and operate gas works. One of the great ad- 
vantages of the system is that the same 
pipes carry both fuel and illuminating gas, 
only the device at the tip being necessary to 
convert it from the one ‘use to the other. 
The system has been brought into general 
application in some parts of Europe, and 
some successful experiments have been 
made with it in this country. A plant has 
been established at Jackson, Mich., and it is 
claimed that light and heat are furnished 
for the same amcunt that it has heretofore 
cost to obtain light alone. The price there 
18 50 cents per 1,000, and it is expected to 
make a reduction to 30 cents soon. The ob- 
jectors to the system deciare, however, that 
while it works well in smali towns itis not 
available in a large city. The officers. of the 
Chicago company are: John J. Mitchell, 
President; Augustus W. Green, Vice-Presi- 
dent; Charles H. Rand ie, Secretary; Clar- 
ence Buckingham, Treasurer; William D.

The Men Demand a New Contract, but the 
Brewers Decline. :

In January, 
1887, after a lengthy fight, the men secured a 
contract with their employers which expires. 
by limitation tomorrow. . 

The new contract which was presented to 
Mr. Stock difters from the above in some es- 
sential particulars. No agreement is asked as 
to wages, forone thing, the agreement being 
asked as to the relation of the employé to the 
employer. When the contract was nted 
Mr. Stock, acting in accordance with a reso- 
lution adopted in the meeting of the Brew- 
ers’ Association Friday, said that the asso- 
ciation would not sign the contract but would - 
strictly adhere to the principles as laid down 
in the address issued to the brewery 
employés by the United States Brewers’ 
Association. The scale of wages proposed is 
as follows: Employés in wash-houses, pot. 
less than $15 per week; employés in the 
cellar, fermentation-room, mait-house, ana 
kettlamen, not less than $16 per week. It 
would also establish the rate for pay for 
extra hours at 30 cents per hour, an advance 
of 10 cents per hour over the rate paid under 
the contract of last year. The result will be 
submitted to a mass meeting tomorrow night.
